Shortly 
after six o'olook two men entered the 
store, One closed the door, and the 
other, with a revolver, kept in their 
places Mr. Johnson, the proprietor, his 
clerk and a customer. Two other men 
then smashed the large plate windows, 
and packed in two bogs the stock ex- 
posed. While they were thai occupied 
two others, armed with pistols, ordered 
the passersby to more on. The prop- 
erty having been packed, tie thieves, 
still protected by their companions, 
moved quickly to a butcher's oart in 
waiting on the eo/ner, and drove rapid- 
ly away. The two who had kept pos- 
session of the store, receiving • precon- 
certed signal, turned upon the throng 
and fired their pistols in tbe air. A 
stampede of the people followed, and 
the thieves all made their escape.

oft times in tho ascendency, and in some 
instances are "better fitted by natur' to 
boo do corn and dig de later, than to sit 
in de k-gidlatur'," "without reference to 
any illusions." This is also applicable 
to our stitto legislature. 
Whip only 


three men aro engaged in a work in a 
general way, thar is only one that is so 
perverse in his nature that ho is fur- 
nenst everything that is noble and mag- 
nanimous, and is in all his acts govern- 
ed by tho rule of contrariety. In that 
event the other two can hold him level, 
and keep him in the path of rectitude 
and justice'. Thar is always one hog 
that won't go through the gate j when 
I drivo a small bunch of hogs to market 
I make my point in due time. 
Whar a 


larger number is driven I find great de- 
lay in reaching the destination, and the 
trip is always attended with a large in- 
crease in expenses. Quite a number of 
men in official positions aro to bo found 
who prefer to go orodtcd when anything 
straight is introduced, and their opin- 
ions are as varied and antagonistic as 
tho views of learned men during our 
financial muddle. 
Especially so is this 


tho case -wlmr personal ambition and 
aggrandizement is put in tho scale ; and 
still they have the harfacednens to claim 
that they aro ''pro InnopMim." 


Thar is in our county legislature 


nineteen members ; wo have seventeen 
collectors, arid a largo number of othcis 
who will not be wanted, who aro patri- 
otically willing to bleed for their coun- 
try. tint almost all of tho above nam- 
ed havo brond acres, and ought to be 
willing to make tho sacrifice, although 
the office snake has bit them, whar by 
so doing it will greatly decrease the en- 
ormous taxes we are paying. 
Another 


thing ought to console them and uny to 
their troubled spirits "Peace, be still"— 
tho fact that the old saws will bo oblit- 
erated from their mind*, to-wit : " Sav- 
ing at tho spigot and losing at the 
bung' hole." "Strain at a gnat and swul- 
low a camel," " Penny wine and pound 
foolish" ; a thousand such souls could 
live in a tobacco seed and have rooms 
to lot, and could flatter themselves that 
" when this fitful dream is over " some 
kind friends will mark the place where 
he is buried ; and his epitaph will be : 
" Here lies the mortal remains of -- . 
Ho was a member of tho Maoon county 
legislature, and received from tho peo- 
ple ii great djal of eussing to the snuaro 
inch, but in his declining years ho lived 
on his farm in a state of,rctiracy, during 
which timn he wus respected and ac- 
knowledged to be n bird of a man, and 
had in his combination more virtues to 
the squarii foot than a trick mule ; and 
that ho was borne upward with out- 
spread urtiw by his friends, with their 
blessings and their prayers recommend- 
ing him to tho favor of tho Divinity."

This -would give the com- 
bined opposition to the straight Democ- 
racy five majority ; but it is more than 
probable that at least a dozen of those 
elected as "Independent Democrats" and 
"Grcenbackers" will act with the straight 
Democrats, so that the Democrat* will 
no doubt control the organisation ol the 
new House. In the Senate of tlie new 
Congress tho Democrats will have 41, 
Republicans 34, and 1 Independent.—

own party and cooled the ardor of per- 
onal friends. 
In summing up tho ro- 


ult ho waa forced by the logic of events 


the conclusion that tho Southern 


caders either could not or would not re- 
rets the unlawful courses which hid 
eon pursued in many of tho Southern 
tatea, particularly in Louisiana and 
South Carolina, toward certain classes 
f citizens while he regretted that hia 
opes of establishing in the South a full 
nd complete recognition of the Con- 
titution had been disappointed, yet hi* 
nty under' that Constitution left no 
(>om for vacillation. The recent eloo- 
ons had demonstrated, beyond all 
oubt, that the guaranteed right* of a 
reat mass of the citizens of Southern 
tato* hid been trampled in the dust, 
nd that, as tho Executive of the laws 
which gave every man the right to ex- 


re** hi* political convictions at the 
illot-box freely and fearlessly, he felt
